MEMORANDUM-DECISION and ORDER 
The facts of this case, insofar as they are pertinent for 
this decision, begin whon defendant registered with the selective 
service system in May 19GG. Eo was at that time classified IV-D 
(divinity student) while attending Our Lady cf Nope Seminary in 
Newburgh, Now York. In August 1903, he informed his local board 
of .a termination in his seminary study. The board changed his 
classification to I-A until October ISOS when, upon entrance into 
Richmond Collogo of the City University of the City of New York, 
defendant rocoivod a student deferment (ZI-S). Initially, his 
expected year of graduation was June 1970, but due to a change 

t 

in his major subject of study, ho had to extend his graduation 
dato until June 1972 to accumulate tho necessary crodit for this 
new program of study. The local board was informed of this dove! 
opmont and on July 22, 1970, ended his II-3 deferment and reclass 
ified him I-A,. On August 2d, 1970, an order to report for induc¬ 
tion was mailed to dofendant but ignored according to the allega¬ 


tions in the instant indictment

Tills caso, by defendant's motion to d-s;>i±ss tlic indictuent 
heroin, again presents an issuo which has produced Judicial dis¬ 
agreement as it concorns tho meaning of the phrase "during his 
academic yoar" as sot forth in tho regulation of the selective 
servico system I-S classification, 32 C.F.3. § 1622.15 (b) (repealed 
19/3). In this case, who issue turns on whether August 24, 1970 
[tho dato of defendant's induction order; seo i:arsano v. Laird, 

412 F. 2d 65, 63 (2d Cir. 1969); LcLain v. Selective Servico Local 
AiC ** 3d 737, 742 (8th Cir. 1971)] was within or during 

his (defendant’s) academic year. If it was then defendant was 
entitled to have his induction order "cancelled" at that time 
[later regulations mandated "postponement", seo United States v. 
Pickett, '^60 a 1 . 2d 1255, 1256 n. 6 (6th Cir. 1972)], The induction 
order in such a caso would have been legally premature and thus voui 
not have supported the instant indictment. United States v. handle 
41o v. 2d o29, u32 (8th Car. 1969). On tlie other hand, if the in¬ 
duction order was issued outside "his academic year" then defendant 
was or.titled to no further delay in his induction and the instant 
indictment must stand. United States v. Pickett, supra. 

'There aro two loading cases which present tho conflicting 
judicial interpretations regarding the applicability of the defin¬ 
ition of "during his academic year" in Section 1622.15(b) when 
determining 'A registrant's right to a i-s classification. One 
school of thought, represented by District Judge Lloyd ?. L'ac.V.ahon, 
argues for ar. objective definition of "academic year", meaning for 
all student registrants who would bo eligible, "the 12 month period 
following tho beginning of his course of study." Y/alsh v. Local 
Board .Vo. 10, 305 F. Supp. 1274 (S.D. X.Y. 1969). Judge XftcXnhon 
rcasonod that inasmuch as neither tho statute nor tho regulations 
contain the slightest suggestion that "academic year" is to bo 
defined differently for a I-S (C) than for a H-S classification, 
then tho express definition of the H-S classification in Section 
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1022.25(b) must bo applicable for the timo period calculation 
for I-S (C) of Section 1022.15(b). The wording of those sections, 
although similar, is not identical. 

The case of Poller v. Selective Sorv. Local 2d. No. 65, 313 
F. Supp, 100 (X.D. Ind. 1970) presents a substantially different 
reading of the phrase. District Judge Beamor there also argues 
persuasively, but for a subjcctivo definition. By emphasizing the 
word "his" in the statutory phrase, judge Beamor would relate 
"academic year" to the educational cycle of the particular regis¬ 
trant, i.o., the time the registrant is actually engaged in the 
educational process. 

Both of theso opinions argue and reason well for their re¬ 
spective interpretations of an admittedly ambiguous regulation 


with an unfortunate omission of the precise meaning of this phrase.

tional resources, i.o., studying, paying tuition, and being 
emotionally geared-up for tho educational process. Nowak v. 
Collins, 437 P. 2d 1303, 1307 (3rd Cir. 1071). The government's 
ncee for tho registrant to enter tho military is not so immediate 
that it cannot wait a short time (usually a matter of a few months 
except Ax» «,n© registrant's last academic year) for a student 
4,0 complete a eyrie or sub-cycle of the educational process. The 
basic notion here is similar to allowing 30 days in the induction 
oruor before reporting to duty; it gives a reasonable time to put 
personal affairs in ordor and prepare for tho impending change in 
liie3 4,y*o. On tne other hand, I can see no practical purpose in 
choosing 12 months in every I-S case. Per example, if a registrant, 
as defendant hero, has finished a cycle of his education in June, 
wnat benefit accrues either to him or the selective service system 
in rtllov/Ang determent during an educationally inactive summer? 

There is necessarily a need for flexibility and an examina¬ 
tion of each registrant's case before being able to know when a 
cycle Oi sue-cyclo terminates. As hero, the academic year usually 
ru..s irom September to Juno, but it might run from January to 
January (see o.g.. United States v. Wood, 329 P. Supp. 6S, 71 
(3. N.44. 1971) or bo basod on trimesters instead of semesters, 

Tuuo it is not practical, in terms of tho purposes of § 1622.15 
xor "academic year" to be one fixed amount of time, nor can 1 
understand why, if academic year docs mean 12 months, Congress 
simply didn't usotho word "year" in 5 1622.15(b) which would 
unambiguously denoto 12 months. There are also tho words "during" 
and "his" in the phrasing of § 1622.15 (not found in § 1622.25) 
which in my judgment must reasonably be given a doscriptivo function 
relating, I boliove, to tho particular registrant.

MEMORANDUM-DECISION and ORDER 

Defendant is charged with failure to report for and submit to 
induction on or about September 22, 1970, in violation of *ho 
Military Service Act of 1907, 50 U.S.C. Appendix, Section 432. 
(Indictment 72-CR-311). This case was tried before me, the right 
to a jury being waived by defendant, yesterday, April 4, 1974. 

The trial was quite brief with the government calling only one 
witness and only the defendant testifying in his own behalf. The 
government placed defendant's Selective Service File in evidence 
which showed that an induction order was issued to defendant, who 
did receive it and indeed proceeded to return it to the board claim¬ 
ing it was illegally issued for reasons discussed more fully below. 

Defendant moved for a judgment of acquittal pursuant to 7ed. R. 
Crim. Pro. 29 at the close of the government's proof and also at 
tho close of the trial, and I reserved decision on those motions. 
This motion is based upon two legal arguments: (1) that defendant 
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was ontitlod to a 1-S classification from his draft board that 
would havo deferred induction and failure to so classify him would 
invalidate his induction order and tho instant indictmont; and (2) 
that defendant is not subject to sorvico under the Military Service 
Act of 1957 because ho is a membor of the Six Nations of Indians 
( Iroquois Confederacy"), residing in a Canadian arvation and 
therefore is not a citizon of the United States. 

The first point was previously raised upon a motion to dismiss 
the indictment which was denied by my Memorandum-Decision and Order 


of January 24, 1S74 on the authority of Poller v. Selective Serv. 
Local Bd. No. 65, 313 F. Supp. ICO (N.D. Ind. 1970) and Marowitz v. 
Selective Serv. Local Bd. No. 12, Dk. No. 72-CV-467 (N.D. N.Y. April 
13, 1973)(unreported). Tho presentation of facts at this trial has 
not revealed any reason to change this ruling and thus this argument 
provides in my judgment no new grounds for acquittal at this trial 
stage. 


The second ground for acquittal is similarly without legal merit. 
In the leading case, Bx Parte Green, 123 F. 2d S62 (2d Cir. 1941), 
ccrt. don. sub noa . Green v. McLaren, 316 U.S. 663 (1942), the Court 
of Appeals, Second Circuit, held that members of the Six Nations of 
Indians were subject to tho Selective Training Act of 1940. This 
caso has been reaffirmed not only by the Second Circuit, United 
States v. Forness, 125 F. 2d 923, 941 n. 38 (2d Cir. 1942); Petition 
of Moser, 132 F. 2d 734 (2d Cir. 1950); but also by virtually every 
court that has facod a similar question. In Albany v. United States, 
152 F. 2d 266 (6th Cir. 1945), the defendant was a Canadian citizen, 
born in Canada, who had registered under the Canadian Military 
Sorvico Act and was exempted thereunder. The Sixth Circuit Court 
of Appeals, following Sx Parte Green, supra, affirmed tho judgment 
of conviction on his failure to report for induction, citing 2x 
Parte Green, These two cases have been followed by more recent 
decisions on tho Military Seloctive Sorvico Act of 1967, the basis 
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Tor tho instant indictmont. Williams v. United States, 403 F. 2d 
704 (Q... Cir. (per curiam), cert. don. 394 U.S. 959 (1939); 

United Slul^ .. Craig, 353 F. Supp. 121, 123 (D. Kina. 1973); 
United Sta....ptune, 337 F. Supp. 102S (D. Conn. 1972). 

Defend; i.>.f'_.;.ittod in his testimony at the trial that his 
father was a citizen of the United States prior to his birth in 
Hanover, N.JI. In light of these facts and the overwhelming precede 
I feel compelled to reach the same conclusion as the Second Circuit 
in Zx Parte Groo-.; 


We find ourselves compelled to decide 
against Green, although, because of 
the historic relations of the United 
States to the Indians, we reach that 
conclusion most reluctantly .... 

We agree that, in the light of the 
history of the dealings between the 
United States and Green's tribe, those 
statutes should oe construed most fav¬ 
orably toward him. But v/e have taxed 
our ingenuity in vain to find any in¬ 
terpretation which would result in a 
decision in his favor. 


Id., *'. 2d at S63—34. 


Vherofore, the defendant's motion for 
legal grounds is denied. 


judgment of acquittal on 


The only remaining question is whether defendant was proven 
beyond reasonable doubt to have intentionally and wilfully refusee 
to report for induction. I find the evidence sufficient to so 


establish his guilt of this charge. Given his correspondence with 
the local board, especially his letter of September 15, 1970 (Gov¬ 
ernment Jxhibit I, Item 33) in which he returned his order to report 
fo* induction and requested that the board cancel their order, there 
is no doubt that no ignorcu tnu order with full knowledge of his 
acts. Defendant admitted sending this letter at tho trial. In the 
letter he returned the induction order and asserted tho same basis 
for refusal to comply, namely, that he is a citizen of the Iroquois 
Confederacy and not the United States. It is thus beyond reasonable 
doubt that defendant both know of his obligation under 50 U.S.C. 
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Appendix, Soction 462, and chose to ignoro it. The requisite 
criminal intent is clearly present and is proven beyond a reason¬ 
able doubt. I, therefore, find defendant guilty as charged. 

My findings of fact are contained herein [Fog. 3, Cna. Pro. 
23(c)], I horoby direct a prescntenco investigation be made. The 
attorneys for the defendant should contact Chief Probation Officer 
Frank T. Y/aterson, Federal Post Office Building, Albany, New York, 
to arrange for the intervi w of defendant. The defendant has im¬ 
pressed me with the sincerity of his beliefs by his appearance and 
testimony and his release upon his own recognizance shall continue 
until notified to appear for sentencing by tho United States 
Attorney's Office. 

It should be noted that it was brought to my attention sub¬ 
sequent to the trial that defendant's 26th birthday is April 7, 

1574, just two days from the date of this decision. After consulta¬ 
tion with both the Assistant United States Attorney Brian F. Mu.mord 
and tho attorney for defendant, it was agreed that the 10 days pre¬ 
viously allowed by me to brief the legal questions on the motion 
for a judgment of acquittal should be dispensed with in order to 
be able to consider defendant for treatment as a Young Adult Offer.de 
(18 U.S.C. § 4209) under the Federal Youth Corrections Act (IG U.S.C 
§5 5005-6024). Under these statutes a "conviction", or a "judgment 
on a verdict or finding of guilty" [iC U.S.C. 5005(h)] must be 
rendered prior to a defendant's 26th birthday. 18 U.S.C. 5 4205; 
see United Statos v. Xloinzahlor, 306 F. Supp. 311, 313 (n.e. N.Y. 
1959); also, Youth Corrections Act, 11 A.L.iv. Fed. 499, 544. Tnus 
it is nocessary to expedite and issue this decision prior to April 
7, 1974, so as not to lose the availability of this optional sen¬ 
tencing procedure. 

The defendant is found guilty as charged in the indictment. 
Sentencing shall occur on a dato noticed by the United States 
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Attorney's office.
